body of independent Yeomen, consisting of resident pro- 
prietors holding farms in fee-simple, containing respectively not less 
than Thirty Acres, would materially improve the social condition of 
5 Ireland, by promoting the better cultivation of land, the reclamation of 
waste land, and by personally interesting a large proportion of the 
population in the preservation of peace and order : 

And whereas there are many persons in Ireland possessing a limited 
amount of capital, which they would gladly employ in the purchase of 
land, if facilities were given for the transfer of estates, or portions 
thereof ;

And whereas the aforesaid objects can be advantageously effected 
by means of a Joint Stock Company, duly incorporated for that 
purpose ;
